GRADUATE PLACEMENT SERVICE:- The Association of Alumni is now operating a placement 
service for graduates under the able management of Mr. R. Vaillancourt, our First Vice-

Graduates who are interested in availing 
themselves of this service, which is gratis, are invited to write in to 1441 Drummond 
Street, Room 413, and give full particulars about themselves, including position wanted, 
Salary range and so on. This is a confidential service, so do not hesitate to give full 
Particulars and thus obviate the risk of being advised of an opening for which you are 
not fully qualified. The placement service does not arrange for interviews at the present 
moment, but advises the most likely applicant in its files that a vacancy exists; from 
then on it will be up to the graduate. 


PERSONALS:- A survey of Alumni organizations throughout the United States indicates 
that the most important part of any Alumni publication is the "Personals".

THE BUG HUNT:- In co-operation with the Montreal Anti-Tuberculosis League, the College 
this year undertook to provide pulmonary X-ray examinations for all students and members of 
the teaching staff who had not undergone a recent examination. X-ray stations were set up 
in the Willingdon Room and operated so smoothly that upwards of 3500 persons were X rayed 
with a minimum of discomfort to classes and teaching schedules. 


CAREER LIBRARY ADDED:- A career library and reading room has been added to the College. 
This undertaking was sponsored by Sir George Williams College and the Kiwanis Club of Montreal. 
We understand that this library is the most comprehensive of its kind run by an educational 
institution. Thus the College advances another important step. Why not drop in some time 
and read a little. 


SOMETHING HAS BEEN ADDED:- The Association of Alumni is proud to announce that it now 
has its private office, complete with furniture, in the Annex on Stanley’Street, Room X~19. 
Here is our headquarters, and here we brood and plan as best we can to further the Associa~ 
tion and Sir George. We keep open house Tuesday and Thursday evenings between the hours of 
six thirty and nine thirty in the evening and are always glad to welcome a graduate. So, if 
you are around that way one of these evenings why not pay us a visit?

THE CANADIAN LEGION

The Canadian Legion, like many other important associations, sprang into being in a 
humble way. After World War 1 several veterans' organizations were formed in Canada- Some of 
these were purely social in character; others were formed to look after the needs of disabled 
veterans and their dependents. At that time these units, of what is now a large, powerful 
organization had little unity or co-operation between them. 


One of the most progressive of these early associations was the Tuberculous Veterans 
Association (f.V.A.)- 


Disunity was not to remain for long, however, as it was realized that in order to 
really gain concrete benefits for the veteran, the scattered units had to join forces. In 
response to a plea for unity amongst veterans' organizations in 1925 by Field Marshall Earle 
Haig, the Dominion Convention of the T.V-A. Passed a resolution favouring such unit. It was 
not long before T.V. A; and other units got together. The result was the Canadian Legion 
(British Empire Service League) organized on a nation-wide basis at the Dominion Unity Con- 
vention held in Winnipeg in November, 1925. From this date the Legion marched on until it is 
now anefficient, vigilant veterans' organization with an impressive record of service to the 
veteran and his dependents. 


Some of the issues for which the Legion has fought sucessfully include increases in 
soldier's pay; dual service pensions; increase in clothing allowance; war service gratuities; 
extension of treatment privileges and the granting of allowances during treatment; improvements 
in the Veterans’ Land Act; Veterans’ Insurance; broadningof rehabilitation benefits; formation 
of the D.V.A», and countless others. 


During the recent war the Canadian Legion War Services provided necessary auxiliary 
services to the armed forces. And as the training of Canada’s citizen progressed, and the 
need for’ educational help in certain subjects became apparent, the Legion formed an Educational 
Services Division to supply this want. 


Since the close of World War i1, the Legion has greatly increased in strength; member~ 
ship at the present time is well over the 300,000 mark. There are approximately 1,700 active 
branches not including 725 ladies' auxiliaries and 16 junior auxiliaries. It is interesting to 
note that of these, 227 branches and auxiliaries are in the United States. 


Activities which the Legion strongly supports include the Poppy Day Fund; Montreal 
Hospital Visiting Committee; Sports Parade which recently brought Gil Dodds, Stella Walsh and 
other famous sports personalities to Montreal. Veterans’ Service Bureaux are established in 
numerous cities in Canada- Their aim is to be of aid to the veteran, be his problem rehabil~ 
itation worries, personal troubles or any of the other thousand ills that plague mankind, The 
national publication, the "Legionary", keeps the membership informed of the veterans’ affairs 
generally and upon the policies of the Legion in particular. The number of subscribers is 
about 100,000. 
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FEATURES (Cont'd. ) 


The Canadian Legion is not solely a veterans' organization. In questions such as 
the present housing shortage it has shown a lively interest. It organized the "March of 
Dimes" to help combat polio; it established a blood bank. Committees on education have been 
established in each province for the purpose of developing leaders who can take a place in 
the business and political spheres of their provinces. At this point it is important to note 
that the Legion is a non-political organization. This is an important point when making 
representations to the government as the views offered are those of the public in general. 
Such matters as unemployment, public works, immigration, municipal improvements and so on 
have not escaped the eyes of the Legion which has been in the forefront in urging the govern- 
ment to take appropriate action. 


Canadian Legion buildings throughout Canada are places where the veteran may enjoy 
himself. The Canadian Legion Memorial S8uilding on Drummond Street is an example. In this 
building are found a very spacious swimming pool, a beverage room, a large and beautiful 
lounge, the offices of the Quebec Provincial Command, the Veterans' Service Bureau, a snack 
bar, and huge auditorium where conventions, dances, etc. are held. Every Friday evening a 
dance is held which is open to the public, the proceeds going to the Veterans' Welfare.
